IMPORTANT DECISION IN 
COMPENSATION CASE. 


(BEFORE JUDGE. ROCHE.) 

Anthony Lawlor, of Daniel sth Dublin, 
a’ minor, suing by his father, d com- 
pensation under the Workman’s Compensation 
Act for the luss of an eye while in the em- 
ployment of Messrs. G. A, Brittain and 
Company, Ltd., motor agents. 

It appeared that on September 24 last Law- 
lor was cleaning a lamp while another boy 
was. washing a wheel of a car in the de- 
fendant’s garage at Lincoln place, Beside 
the wheel was a.bucket. of water. Lawlor 
dipped a sponge into the water and de- 
liberately splashed the other boy with: it. 
The other boy ‘‘ ducked”? and jerked a wet 
brush in Lawlor’s~ direction. e head of 
the brush flew off und struck Lawlor in “the 
right eye, with the result that he lost the 
eye. His wages were ‘lis. pét week. 

The defendant’s case was that any in- 
capacity from which the applicant suffered 
was not caused by an accident arising out of, 
and in the course of, his employment. . 

Mr. Alex. Lynn (instructed by Mr. C. B. 
W. Boyle) ampeared for the applicant, and 
Mr, Kingsmill Moore. (insgucted by. Dr. 
Good) for the defendants, ' 

After legal argument, - 

Judge Roche -said that if he ound that 
the boy was entitled to,compensation it would 
add a risk to every factory where. boys were 
employed, and people would be slow in em- 
ploying boys at all owing to what had been 
referred to in the case as their ‘inherent 
michievous propensities.” | 

The occupation of the boys in this case was 
cleaning cars with water, and, in his opinion, 
the possibility of their splashing one another 
with the water was a risk which the 
defendants knew perfectly well was liable 
to arise. Therefore, the accident unques- 
tidnably arose during the course of the em- 
ployment. : 

Did the fact that the defendants should 
have known that boys would engage in mis. 
chief if they got a chance constitute special 
circumstances which would make them re- 
sponsible? Having regard to the decision in 
the Trim and Clayton cases, in his opinion the 
employers w@re bound to take cognisance of 
such a thing. ; 

On the facts of the case he must, find that 
there was a special risk, and that, the em- 
ployer was liable. 
case. As far as he was concerned, if anv 
Court, in reconsidering the case, should come 


have held that that: was an incidental risk 
of which the employer should have been 
aware, he would be very glad, because he 
thought that the decision to which he ha.l

navigations of Columbus” to the period 
of the Great War. Of twenty chapters, 
six deal with various aspects of the Great 
War in a manner which, when we 
remember the sources of information 
available to the author, must prove 
fascinating to many of the present genera- 
tion. 

In so brilliantly phrased and carefully 
thought-out a commentary it is a pity to 
find a few small inaccuracies, such as the 
attribution, on page 191, to Queen Eliza- 
beth of Queen.

“whether Protestant or Catholic, Cranmer 
should burn.’’ This mistake is doubtless 
due to the author’s untimely death, 
which, as a prefatory note informs us, 
prevented his revision of the proofs.

The piteous appeal in the eyes of a 
feeble-minded child, sitting alone, rneated for, 
cither mentally or physically, Is it nothing 
to you all, ye that pass by? Does not your 
blood boil when you read somerof the terrible 
cases Which have stained the pages of our 
newspapers, even within the last few weeks. 
And does not the natural thought arise, 
‘‘What have I done to help?” 

You have just heard the splendid testi- 
monial from our Chief Justice, who writes :— 
‘One cannot but wonder at the state of 
iffairs which existed before the Society came 
into being to rescue so many children from 
suffering. Its work is beyond praise; 1t 1s 
now indigpensable, and ought, surely, to re- 
ceive the necessary financial support.’ 


THE PARTING OF THE WAYS. 

And this brings me to the subject of my 
address, Finance. It is a subject which does 
invoke enthusiasm. I cannot play on 
vour finer feelings of swmpathy and pity by 
invoking cold figures. But, as you will hear 
later, the Dublin and District Branch has 
come, in its forty-first year of usefulness to 
ihe community, to the parting of the ways. 
Our annual receipts are stationary. and 1% 1S 
tor you to decide whether they shall go up or 
down. What we must have is a greater 
number of annual subscribers, and for this 
- end we have decided to make a special 8.0.S.. 
appeal this year. For outside inis question 
oi finance, this year is a red-letter year for 
the N.S.P.C.C., for your Chairman has, as 
his supporters, the first lady of the Free 
state, representative of one whose every 
thought is for the sick and suffering of her 
people, and on the dexter the first gentleman 
of this great city. Can there be greater proof 
of confidence in our work? There are many 
other societies doing noble work around us, 
but I maintain that the N.S.P.C.C., with its 
orifamme. ‘‘ The Children’s Charter,’’ is 
doing the greatest work of all. 

Take a coin from your pocket and look 
at’ the image and superscription: a plump 
rabbit. a well-tended horse, a sleek hound. 
Why mot a iype of perfect childhood, an 
athlete, and an ideai mother of heroes? Be- 
cause there is no money in them, sneers the 
eynic. But are not these the true wealth 
of the nation? Be sure that the country 
which neglects its children has no future. 
Join our e¢rusade, and when our appeal 
yeaches vou enroll yourself as an annual sub- 
-criber, and then the Society will go forward 
until, by turning our searchlight on the dark 
corners of our civilisation, we persuade our 
governors, by wise and thoughiful legislation, 
io stay the terrible multiplication of the 
feeble-minded and the ghastly trades of the 
unlicensed baby-farmer; see that every cripple 
is within reach of help before it is too late, 
sud put an end to the slum dwellings which 
disgrace our city. Then this country will 
look forward to a glorious future. ‘‘ Am I 
iuy brother’s keeper?”’ Yes, a thousand times 
yes! (Applause. ) 

The Chairman then handed to 
MeNeill “a gift from Queen Titania,”’ a 
cheque for £100, the proceeds of the ex- 
hibition of Titania’s Palace, to present to the 
Society.

less children, and that it is the duty of all of 
us to support it by every means in our power. 
How much child suffering, how many chil- 
dren’s tears lie hidden in that short table in 
the report which tells us that in all 932 com- 
plaints were received and dealt with; 649 
cases of neglect and 111 cases of positive ill- 
treatment and assault, and many other cases. 
What a feeling of relief it gives one to know 
that this Society exists to come to the help 
of the little sufferers and to bring to justice 
the heartless people who wronged and ill- 
treated them. } , 

When parents or guardians of children 
fail in their duty to them by neglecting them, 
assaulting them, or ill-using them, it becomes 
the duty of all of us as Christians to eoine 
forward in defence of such children to see 
that the abuses from which they suffer are 
stopped. and that. their conditions are 
sufficiently remedied to 
and physical welfare. Now, this Society is 
corgamsed in defence of these helpless children, 
and if we support it energetically and en- 
thusiastically we are discharging the duty 
that lies on us of protecting the defenceless 
child—at least from positive ill-treatment. 
1 hope that the public will give it an ever- 
increasmg support as an essential and im- 
portant arm of the force that is fighting 
to-day in our country for the cause of child 
welfare in all its branches. (Applause. ) 


BAD SOCIAL CONDITIONS. 
Councillor Mrs. Maud Walsh, seconding, 
congratulated the Society on its excellent 
work for the year. The influence of the 
Society, through its twenty-seven inspectors 
working in every district in Treland, was so 
much appreciated that the inspectors enjoyed 
the whole-hearted support ef the courts and 
the public boards. The many cases that the 
Society had to deal with were mainly the 
vesult of the bad social conditions, unemploy- 
ment, overcrowding, and the wretchedness of 
the workers’ homes. Thousands of the 
workers in the city lived in rooms that were 
unfit for animals, and in some of these one- 
roomed hovels three to six, and even eight to 
ten, people were condemned to live and, 
perhaps, die. What standard of living could 
be expected in such places? The Government 
had done a great deal in their building 
schemes, but they had not touched the fringe 
of this particular class of slum-dweller. The 
vealth and morals of the people were the first 
a on a nation, and she dnetiag of hous- 
if for the necessitous should. not ‘be con- 
sidéved from the ecénomic aspéct. She 
trusted that the Society would continue in 
the confidence of the people and increase its 
“friends. (Hear, eed 

Jt was their intention to set up a small 
active committee to direct a special effort this 
yeat, The frish branch of the Society was 
not seli-stipportiig, and that was not a very 
creditable thing to say.

£1,000 on the wrong side, and that should not 
continue.

On Friday last I went to ‘‘Tann-« 
hauser ” full of anticipation of a musical 
treat; alas! for my hopes.

The rapidly changing appearance of 
Donnybrook reminds me that Dublin is 
fast out-growing its old dimensions since 
the days when Donnybfook Was, so to 
speak, in the heart of the cotintry, In 
those days the celebrated Afchbishop King 
could think of no quieter résting-place 
for his remains than the little graveyard 
there. It is many years , too, since 
the Lord Mayor of Dublin and others 
purchased ‘the patent for the famous

for the purpose of its suppression. The 
sum of £3,000 was paid by the Right Hon. 
Joseph Boyce on behalf of his committee, 
and in 1855 the Fair, which had become 
a public nuisance ahd scandal, came to 
an end. It had lasted for nearly seven 
centuries. In 1204 King John granted its 
licence for eight days annually, com- 
mencing on the day of the finding of the 
Holy Cross (3rd May), with similar 
stallages and tolls as established at 
Waterford and Limerick. By charter of 
Henry the Third the time was extended to 
fifteen days, and the commencement finally 
altered to the 26th August. 


Aan Irish Chieftain. 


This year brings with it the fourth 
centenary of the birth of Shane O'Neill, 
eldest son of the first Earl of Tyrone, and 
one of the most turbulent and fearless 
members of that powerful clan whose 
activities fill many chapéers of Irish 
history in the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries. A right subject for the 
biographer, full of romance, intrigue and 
dauntless courage, the wonder is that he 
has never received from historical writers 
the attention which his chequered career 
so well merits. He deserves, indeed, to 
have his life more fully and judicially 
presented than his been done by any writer 
up to the present. English historians in 
the past have painted him in the blackest 
of colours, describing him as a murderer, 
libertine, and a man whose word was as 
‘weak as a spider’s web.” There was, 
no doubt, a certain amount of cause for 
the candid criticism. Many of Shane’s 
actions were characterised by the most ex- 
traorditiary inconsistencies, as, for 
instance, his desperate attack on the 
Scottish settlers in County Antrim and 
his support of Mary Queen of Scots. 
While he was unquestionably the most 
formidable of all the Northern chieftains 
who appeared before Queen Elizabeth, his 
‘ overweening ambition '” to become the 
supreme ruler in Ulster brought about his 
downfall and alienated from him the sup- 
port of the lesser chiefs. The full story 
of his life, side by side with that of his 
creat kinsman, Owen Roe, would make 
thrilling reading. 


| Belfast Vegetable Market. 


From the top of the tramcar that crosses 
the Albert Bridge in Belfast the passenger 
is regaled, on a Friday morning, with the 
fascinating spectacle of the vegetable 
market. All is stir and bustle between 
the crowded lines of Vehicles, the drab 
caps and fréize and dungarees of the 
marketers being relieved by the green 
splashes of cabbage and cauliflower on 
the heaped carts, the orange-red carrot 
roots, and the varying whites and ochres 
of turnip and potato. The citizen, who is 
on his hurried way from a cosy house to 
warm business quarters, may well con- 
gratulate himself on his lot when he sets 
eye upon those loaded lorries, that began 
their long journey from far Tyrone or 
Derry in the gloaming mists ; or when he 
thinks of the early morning bustle that 
sent out the argosy of the farm in gigs 
and traps from the valleys of Antrim, or 
in creaking carts, with their red and blue 
wheels half obliterated by the mud of 
roads and the dents of service, that lead 
from the homesteads of Down. There are 
women there, too; sothe of them shawled, 
who have trudged to town with their 
humble contribution to the common store.

In the Northern Senate this week the 
Electticity Bill passed its second reading, 
and the ineasure in due course will find 
its way to the Statute Book. It is pro- 
posed to link up all the principal towns in 
the Six Counties in the scheme with the 
principal power station at Belfast. 

Several years ago the idea was to utilise 
water power, and there was a great deal of 
discussion about a Bann hydro-electric pro- 
ject, something in the nature of the 
Shannon undertaking, but, of course, on a 
much smaller seale, That ambition, how- 
ever, proved to be more visionary than 
practical, and it is now contended by the 
Minister of Commerce that, electric cutrent 
can be produced with coal fuel ‘as cheaply 
as with water-power. 

In answer to criticisms, Mr. Barbour, 
the Minister concerned, denied that the 
bill was in the nature of a socialistic 
measure, and said that it was desirable 
that such an important service should be 
brought within the reach of every member 
of.the community. He added that the 
Government thought that could be done 
by a non-profit-earning authority, and 
while that might be resented as an en: 
croachmenht on private enterprise, the 
supply of electricity had not attracted 
private enterprise. 

An interesting suggestion was made by 
Senator Campbell, K.C.— that when the 
major scheme came up for consideration 
the possibility of linking up with the Free 
State scheme would not be excluded. In 
the view of the Government, however, that 
is another story, and one which has but 
little attraction. 


_ An interesting experiment is to be made 
in Connection with the Belfast municipal 
omnibuses in the hope that running costs 
may be reduced, while danger to pas- 
sengers from fire, which always exists 
where petrol is in use, may be eliminated. 
The idea is to substitute heavy oil for 
petrol, and the general manager has been 
authorised to convert one of the engines 
for that purpose. The matter came before 
the Tramways Committee this week, and 
it was stated that bf using heavy oil there 
would be a substantial saving.

FRUIT. CANNING. 


In view of the references made in this 
column the other day to the prospect of 
a fruit-canning factory in the Portadown 
district, it may be of interest to draw 
attention to ‘further developments in that 
diréction. 

At the meeting of the Portadown Urban 
Council this week thé Clerk stated that, as 
directed, he had written to Mr. George 
Cadbury, the managing director of British 


Canneries, Ltd., London, suggesting that: 


his company should open a factory in 
Portadown, and pointing out at the same 
time that the Northern Government had 
promised to give financial assistance 
towards stich a project. To that com- 
munication a feply had been received 
which, while not altogether favourable, 
= hope for a happy outcome in the near 
uture. 

Regret was expressed by Mr. Cadbury 
that at present his company could not fall 
in with the suggestion to start a local 
factory, but further negotiations are im- 
plied in the request for fuller details re- 
garding the financial assistance promised 
by the Northern Government in connection 
with the initiation of such an enterprise. 

It appears that the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture is prepared to inétease the grant 
offered when the scheme was first put for- 
ward, and it might be made sufficiently 
advantageous to induce the British com- 
pany to begin operations in the centre 
of the apple orchards of Ireland, 


DAIRY PRODUCE. 


Arguments in favour of a full measure 
of protection for the agricultural industry 
were adyanced by Sit Robert Lynn, M.P. 
at a meeting of farmers and their employés 
in North Antrim a couple of days ago. 
Not only did other countries give heavy 
subsidies to their farmers, he said, but the 
foreigners had the additional advantaze 
of much lower taxation than people had in 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland. Sir 
Robert pointed out that Great Britain was 
purchasing £52,000,000 worth of butter 
and £15,000,006 worth of cheese every 
year, and that half of that was supplied 
by foreigners. The majority of the farmers 
in Ulster cultivate small holdings, and 
their hope of making money is out of pork, 
butter, eggs, poultry and milk. There is 
an unlimited market for these things, but 
the farmers must be able to supply them 
of uniforin quality and in sufficient 
quantities, said Sir Robert, and he added 


|that, if a tariff were put up against 


foreigners, millions of pounds would flow 
into Ulster for foodstufts. 

Tt should not be forgotten, however, that 
even under present conditions Great 
Britain takes all that it can get from 
Ireland in the way of foodstuffs, and 
Ulster eggs dominate the market both in 
quality and price, easily competing against 
foreign produce. The urgent need in <e- 
gard to the various articles indicated by 
Sir Robert Lynn is for largely increased 
production, as urged by the Northern 
Minister of Agriculture.

Ceasing to be sacrosanct, it presents a vast 
opportunity of mischief to Mr. de Valera, 
whose party, quite possibly, will be in 
power after the next general election. 
Thus, as usual, the pursuit of an ignis 
fatuus has ended in a quagmire. An evon 
graver ill threatens to punish the Free 
State Government’s folly—the loss of that 
name for justice and toleration which it 
has won during the last eight years. As 
the Archbishops’ letter says, the Pro- 
testant minorities have been candid and 
generous supporters of the new régime. 
Their brains and money have been spent 
freely in its service, and their loyalty has 
‘increased with their increasing sense of 
security. To-day they stand on the edge 
of utterly disheartening disillusionment. 
If their right of appeal to the Privy 
Council goes, they will be exposed to every 
impulse of bigotry and td every prompting 
of greed that, at any future time, may 
become potent in Irish affairs. The Arch- 
bishops of Armagh and Dublin, speaking, 
as we are sure, for all the Protestant 
Churches, ‘‘ protest against any proposal 
that Great Britain should consent to any 
limitation of the constitutional rights 
granted by the Treaty and secured by 
Article 66 of the Constitution of the Irish 
Free State.” We hope that this protest 
will have weight in England; we 
hope still more. earnestly that it 
will influence, even now, the .counsels of 
the Free State Government. We beg Mr. 
Cosgrave and his colleagues to ask them- 
selves if the game is worth the candle. 
Having governed well and justly for eight 
years, will they now, in order merely to 
dot the “j”' of the word “‘ independence,” 
deliver themselves into the hands of their 
political enemies and alienate half a 
million of their political friends?

The American Elections. 


The results of the Congressional 
elections in the United States illustrate 
the vagaries of democracy, Two years 
ago Mr. Herbert Hoover was elected 
President of the United States by an 
overwhelming majority. He was tho 
official candidate of the Republican Party. 
He stood for prohibition in its extreme 
form and was known as the “ prosperity ”’ 
candidate. At the elections he routed his 
opponent, the Democratic Governor Alfred 
Smith, of New York, and his victory was 
hailed as a triumph for ‘‘ one hundréed 
per cent. Americanism.”” Since President 


many things have happened, When he 
came into power the American Republic 
was on the crest of the wave, Money had 
been lent to suffering Europe in huge 
sums; satisfactory arrangements had been 
made with Washington’s debtors, and 
trade was booming. Then came the crash. 
Wall street, which for several years had 
dictated the financial policy of the world, 
discovered suddenly that prices were 
toppling; and, but for the essential 
soundness of the economic position in the 
Middle West, the effect. of the ‘‘ slump” 
might have been disastrous.’ In fact, huge 
fortunes were lost overnight. President 
Hoover’s _ much-vaunted ‘‘ prosperity ” 
melted like snow from a ditch. 

Not unnaturally, the Hoover Administra- 
tion was blamed for everything. Re- 
publican democracy in the United States 
hardly could believe that the Monroe 
Doctrine did not apply to economic laws, 
and when it discovered that world forces 
were greater than Wall street its dis- 
appointment was bitter. 
elections provided the first opportunity 
for an expression of that feeling of dis- 
tllusionment. Almost everywhere the Re- 
publicans have been defeated. Starting 
with an impotent minority in both 
Houses of Congress, the Democratic Party 
has virtually wiped out its rival’s 
superiority. Final figures are not yet 
to hand, but it seems that the two parties 
will be divided equally in the Senate, and 
that in the House of Representatives the 
Democrats will have some five or six seats 
more than their traditional opponents. 
There has been a landslide throughout the 
United States. In Massachusetts, which 
always has been Republican, the Democrats 
‘have swept the board. Even in Ohio, 
which has given so many Republican 
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United States. In the circumstances the 
The people of the United States are dis- 
gusted at the events of the last twelve 
months ; they resent: the supremacy of the 
they feel that the fair name of their native 
country is at stake; and have given expres- 
sion to their feelings through the ballot 


have gone: against the Republicans, the 
next President of the United States will 
be a Democrat. We might as well assume 
that, as a result of the recent by-election 
at South Paddington, Lord Beaverbrook 
will “be the next Prime “Minister of 
England. The people of the United States 
have voted against the Hoover Administra- 
tion because they know that nothing is at 


' ‘stake. “Their vote is a gesture rather than 


a verdict. It may.be regarded as a protest 
against the abuse of the prohibition laws, 
but it must not be interpreted as a vote 
against the principle of prohibition.  Un- 
doubtedly, it expresses dissatisfaction with 
President Hoover, but it does not alter the 
fact. that at heart the people of the 
United States still are Republican. 


These Little Ones. 


Yesterday afternoon the Dublin and 
District Branch of the National Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children 
held its forty-first annual general meet- 
ing. The most important item on the 
agenda was the problem of finance; for 
the branch, while its receipts have re- 
mained stationary, has been extending the 
scope of its magnificent work. It is sad 
that a society with so great a record, 
whose labours are directed solely to the 
betterment and preservation of Ireland’s 
best capital—her . children—should be 
allowed to suffer from a deficit of over a 
thousand pounds. Such apathy on the 
part of a public which avowedly is anxious 
for the prosperity of the country may be 
described best in the words that Fouché 
borrowed from Boulay de la Meurthe— 
c'est plus qu’un crime; c'est une faute. 
Mrs. Walsh, referring in her speech 
to bad housing as one of the predisposing 
causes of cruelty to children, besought 
that it “ should not be considered from 
the economic aspect.” Her meaning is 
clear enough, and we echo it, but we are 
convinced that the matter cannot be 
regarded wholly apart from this angle. Of 
all the uneconomic millstones that hang 
about the necks of nations bad housing is 
the heaviest. These reeking warrens in 
Dublin, where as many as ten people 
occupy a single room, explain why the 
branch has found among the 952 cases 
which it has investigated 111 instances of 
positive ill-treatment and assault. Neglect 
accounts for 649 of the remainder. We 
may ask ourselves how many more 
children, of whom the branch, handi- 
capped by shortage of funds, has not heard, 
suffer from brutalised parents in a like 
manner, A deserved tribute was paid to 
the Civic Guard for their successful efforts 
to suppress the exploitation of children by 
beggars. The branch will issue a special 
appeal for funds. Not only duty, but 
wisdom, dictates that it must be answered ; 
for generosity, patriotism and real profit 
here go hand in hand, 


Oxford Books. 


A hundred years ago, in November, the 
University Press at Oxférd moved from 
its old home in the Clarendon Building 
to its present premises in Walton street, 


its works was opened in London to com- 
memorate this pilgrimage. According to 
-an article in The Times, the exact cate 
at’ which the University first officially 
associated itself with printing is un: 
certain, but a committee De Libris 
Imprimendis was set up in 1584. ‘The 
Press, however, scarcely can be said to 
have become a notable part of the 
University until the advent of a man who, 
like Gallio, is known generally to the 
world by one uncomplimentary reference. 
Although Thomas Brown may not have 
loved Dr. Fell, the University Press must 
revere his memory. This worthy Dean of 
Christ Church and Bishop of Oxford pro- 
vi’od the Press with capital and a print- 
ing house, and made it famous for its out- 
put of learned books. Later, during 
its life in the Clarendon Building the 
Press was organised in two sections, one 
of which devoted itself to the printing of 
Bibles, while the other, called the Learned 
Side, printed classical works. The first 
edition of Liddell’s and Scott’s Greek 
Lexicon’ was one of its products. To-day 
the Press has a world-wide reputation 
and through it have graduated some of 
the most famous men connected with 
- printing in the last century. In the case 
of so august an institution good wishes 
for the future are almost an impertinence ; 
its continued success may be assumed 
without misgiving.

His theme might be sum- 
marised as “the new German ‘menace, 
and what are we to do about it?” In the 
picture he painted of Germany, he laid 
stress on the Hitler successes at the 
elections, the high expenditure on the 
German Army budget, and quoted from 
statements attributed to Field-Marshal 
von Hindenburg, Doctor Bruening, Doctor: 
Wirth and other German statemen to 


‘show that official Germany and. the 


extremists differed only as to the means, 
not as to the end. 

As a climax he brandished a new 
German coin and read out its superscrip- 
tion: “ The Rhein German river is not 
the frontier of Germany.” ~ $ That,” he 
exclaimed, ‘‘is the Government of good 
faith! Well, France will not allow her- 
self to be duped; France will never 
-toierate the frontiers fixed by the Treaty 
of Versailles being touched, and whoever 
tonches the frontier of Poland touches the 


frontier of France.”’ 


In conclusion, he said that in face of 
that danger it was their duty to unite.

British Gold. 


In the City of London there is. much 
satisfaction in regard to the gold position ; 
for not since this country returned to the 
gold standard. in 1925 has the Bank of 
England experienced so steady an influx 
of gold during the later months of the 
year as occurred during this autumn. 
The authorities also have felt less anxiety 
about the gold outlook, since it is a com- 
forting feature of the situation that, long 


| after the usual turning point has been 


reached, when the gold normally tends to 
leave the Bank, the opposite has hap- 
pened, and the precious metal continues 
to flow into its coffers. Exseptional 
circumstances have contributed to this 
position; for Australia’s financial diffi- 
culties demanded the transference of 
much of her gold reserves to London, and 
the severe slump in the United States ‘had 
deprived that country of tke power to 
attract gold from Great Britain. Another 
feature is that the Bank, by the exercise 
of its right to sell only standard gold, has 
limited the power of other central banks 
ta withdraw gold, owing to their restricted 
facilities for the refining of the metal. 


Relations With Ruesia. 


Lord Brentford, who was Home Secre- 
tary for years in the late Conservative 
Government, but is nct a member of Mr. 
Baldwin’s ‘‘ Shadow Cabinet,’’. will employ 
his freedom by the initiating of a debate 
in the House of Lords on the relationship 
between this country and Russia: He 
has placed a motion on the Order Paper 
asking what steps the Government has 
taken, or proposes to take, to deal with 
Russian propaganda in the Empire; 
whether it is proposed to prevent the 
dumping into Britain of Russian products, 
grown or manufactured under unfair con- , 
ditions, and if the exports credit scheme 
will be continued to Russia. 

The. Executive Council of ‘the Associa- 
tion of British Chambers of Commerce, 
having passed a resolution expressing the 
opinion that the dumping of products in 
this country by the Soviet Government is 
contrary to the spirit of international. fair 
dealing and injurious to the interests of 
our workers, has had it forwarded to the 
Prime Minister, the Secrétary for' Foreign 
Affairs, the President of the Board’ of 
Trade and the Secretary for Overseas 
Trade, — 


“H.M.S. Victory VI.” 


Excellent progress is being made with 
the plan to commemorate the war-time 
record of the Crystal Palace, which, 
officially designated ‘‘H.M.S. ‘Victory 
VI.,” became the training dépót of. the 
Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve. During 
the five years when it..was occupied more 
than 125,000 officers, pets officers .and 
men were’ trained there for various 
branches of the naval service, and “it is 
intended to erect on the terrace .of the 
Palace—the quarter-deck of Victory VI.— 
a replica of the bell in use during the 
naval occupation. The Crystal Palace was 
not the only “land ship ” during the 
War; for several buildings in London were 
occupied for similar purposes. ‘‘ President 
IV.,” for imstance, was a block of offices 
off Charing Cross road until it was taken 
over by the Royal Air Force on its forma- 
tion in April, 1918; and another “‘ Presi- 
dent’? was a building in Trafalgar 
square. 


International Fixteres.

Automatic Telephones, 


The automatic system for telephones is 
makin at strides, and more than one- 
fifth o the telephone stations in the Post 
Office system at the end of June—430,700 
out of 1,911,800—were of the automatic 
type. In London 168,000 out of 686, 800 
stations were converted at that date, and 
the process was progressing steadily. Of 
the lar cities in the country, Leeds, 
Sheffield, Edinburgh ‘and part of Man- 
chester are working on the dial system; 
and in the towns with from 200,000 to 
400,000 population, Bristol, Nottingham, 
Portsmouth, Stoke-on-Trent and Leicester 
work by dial. Newcastle-on-Tyne soon 
will be added to their number.

Mr. Duffy, continuing his opening address, 
cited several additional authorities in sup- 
port of the appeal, in which one of the ques- 
tions involved is whether or not the Land 
Commission, other than the Judicial Com- 
missioner, Mr. Justice Wylie, is an un- 
constitutional body, whose decisions are not 
binding. 

He pointed out that the Land Com- 
missioners, while occupying an administra- 
tive office, also act in a pice capacity. 
That, he said, might be right under the 
old régime, but he submitted it was absolutely 
impossible under the new régime, when the 
Saorstat. had got a written Constitution of 
its own. They could not exercise the powers 
attaching to the two separate offices satis- 
factorily at the same time. 

The Land Commission, he added, sat as a 
court acting as Judges on one day and acting 
as an administrative body on another, The 
Commissioners said themselves that they were 
judges, and he said that the two positions 
were absolutely exclusive of one another, 

The Chief Justice and the other members 
of the Court intimated that they did not 
agree with that view, stating that they saw 
nothing inconsistent with the Land Com- 
mnissioners acting in both an administrative 
and a judicial capacity. 

Counsel had not concluded when the 
further hearing was adjourned. nntil next 
Monday.

DUBLIN AGENT’S ACTION. ". 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 
The hearing was begun of an action in 
which Mr. James Gibbons, 2 St, Enda’s ter- 
race, Rathfarnham, Co, Dublin, a manufac- 
turers’ agent, sued Messrs, Watson, Warnock 
and Company Limited, 8 and 9 Upper Abbey 
street, Dublin, manufacturers of shirts. and 
ready-made clothing, to obtain an account cf 
money which the plaintiff alleged was due 
to him by the defendants on foot of an agree- 
ment with him for the sale of their goods. 
He also claimed damages for alleged breach 
of contract and the payment of the sum which 
was found to be due to him in respect of the 
sale of goods for the defendants upon a 

commission basis. 

The defendants denied the agreement and 
the agency, and submitted that if there had 
been an agreement it was rescinded, and 
that ~ am upon withdrawing his ser- 
vices, had heen paid any money to which he 
was entitled. In those circumstances, they 
pleaded that the present proceedings were 
frivolous and vexatious.
